WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (AP)— 
President Truman returned today 
from a three-week Florida vaca- 
tion, looking fit and rested for 
— weeks of hard work ahead of 


m. 

His plane, the Independence, 
landed at National Airport after a 
three-hour, 46-minute flight from 
Key West. 

A large crowd, including: sev--: 
eral Cabinet members and other 
Government officials, turned out 
to greet him. He waved cheer- 
fully as he left the plane. 

He brushed aside questions 


from reporters and drove immedi- 
ately to the Blair House for lunch | 
before going to his White House 
office to buckle down to work | 
again. 

He was in fighting frim—ex- 
cept for the waistline—to do bat- 
tle in Congress for his “Fair 
Deal” and stump for it in the 
1950 congressional elections. 

Truman Is Tanned, Cheerful. 

“Tanned, relaxed and cheerful, 
he appeared to be in good health 
in spite of the “bay window” 
which apparently was of less con- 
cern to him than to his physician, 
Brig. Gen. Wallace H. Graham. 

Truman is expected to go down 
the line in his “State of the 
Union” message for virtually ev- 
ery measure Congress denied him 
last year. 

The measures include civil 
rights proposals—topped by the 
fair employment practices bill— 
the national health program, ex- 
panded social security and addi- 
tional power and_ reclamation 
projects, among others. 

Aids emphasized there will be 
no “turning back” from _ the 
course he advocated in his 1948 
speechmaking campaign and that 
he is ready to take the stump 
again next year to help elect can- 
didates to Congress who think 
along his lines. 

Final decisions are yet to be 
made on whether to seek elimina- 
tion of wartime excise taxes and 
to advocate higher taxes on prof- 
its to offset them and attempt to 
balance the budget for the fiscal 
year starting next July 1. 

Calls Cabinet Session. 

Truman has called a full-scale 
cabinet session at the White 
House for 10 a.m. Thursday to 
discuss these and other problems. 

Then he flies to Independence, 
Mo., Friday to remain until Dec. 
28 to spend the Christmas holi- 
days with his family. On his re- 
turn from that trip, he will cross 
the last Ts and dot the last Is of 
the State of the Union, budget 
and economic messages. 

Truman shook the last sand out 
of his playshoes yesterday in.a 
final trip to the enlisted men’s 
beach.at Key West, where he had 
a swim and a sun bath, the last of 
his vacation.

Mrs. Calloway, First of 
Race Ever Chosen for 
Position, Withdraws So 


She Can Keep Job in|

Mayor Joseph M. Darst said to- 
day he hoped to appoint another 
Negro to the Board of Education 
after receiving from Mrs. Olivia 
E. Calloway, his first choice and 
the only person of her race evér 
named ta the board, a letter de- 


| clining. the. appointment. | 


The Mayor said he had no other | 
person in mind and didn’t know | 
when the appointment would be | 
made. He said Mrs. Calloway in- | 
formed him she was happy in her 
present position as deputy clerk in 
the probate court and chose to re- 
main there rather than accept the 
appointment to the board. 


Legal Difficulty. 

The choice was forced on Mrs. 
Calloway by a state statute which 
specifies that members of the 
board may not hold any state or 
city office except that of notary 
public. 

Mrs. Calloway, wife of William 
Calloway, a postal employe, was 
appointed to the board last Fri- 
day to serve out the unexpired 
term of Dr. Francis C. Sullivan 
who resigned. 

Mayor Darst had signed the 
letter of appointment and trans- 
mitted it to Mervyn E. Wiethaupt, 
secretary-treasurer of the board, 
who made an attempt yesterday 
to have the appointee sworn in by 
a circuit judge but was unable to 
find Mrs. Calloway. 

Financial Considerations. 

Mrs. Calloway said that finan- 
cial considerations forced her re- 
luctantly to a decision to decline 
the appointment. As deputy clerk, 
she receives $192.50 a month. 

Calloway is reported to receive 
a salary of about $300 a month. 

“I feel it would be an impdsi- 
tion on my husband and my fam- 
ily to give up this position in 
favor of the non-salaried member- 
ship on the Board of Education,” 
she said. “We have three chil- 
dren, two of whom are attending 
college, and we are attempting to 
buy a home. In view of these 
facts, I believe miy first duty is to 
my family.” 

The disqualification was called 
to her attention by Adolph Thym, 
chief clerk of the probate court, 
she said. Thym quoted Probate 
Judge Glendy B. Arnold to the 
effect the deputy clerkship con- 
stituted a state office which would 
bar her from accepting the post 
on the board. 

Board Gets Probate Fees. 

Judge Arnold also pointed out 
the Board of Education receives 
certain of its revenue from fees 
collected by the probate court and 
cited the impropriety of a board 
member passing on the accounting 
of the court of which she was a 
staff member even though she 
might have had nothing to do 
with the accounting personally. 

City Counselor James E. Crowe, 
whose opinion has been sought by 
Mayor Darst, said he had not had 
a chance to look into the question. 
He pointed out the question would 
turn on whether a deputy clerk- 
ship constituted a state office 
within the meaning of the statute.

MAYOR TO APPOINT 


GROUP TO START 
5000 APARTMENT 


BUILDING CONGER 


Committee Will Begin 
Sale of Stock in Devel- 
opment Firm and Sub- 
mit Plans on Sites and 
Structural Types. 


An executive committee to pre- 
pare definite plans for 5000 apart- 
ments for middle income and up- 
per income tenants on the fringes 
of the downtown district will be 
appointed within a few days by 
Mayor Joseph M. Darst. This step 
was decided on unanimously at a 


conference of the Mayor, and a 
group of business and financial 
representatives late yesterday. 

Outstanding among the com- 
mittee’s duties will be to. start in- 
tensive efforts to obtain subscrip- 
tions for about $5,600,000 in stock 
of an urban redevelopment cor- 
poration. The plan calls for ex- 
penditure of about $50,000,000, 
with 90 per cent of this capital 
being obtained through FHA-in- 
sured mortgage loans. 

Site and Building Proposals. 

Other functions of the execu- 
tive or steering committee will 
be to submit plans for formation 
of such a corporation and specific 
recommendations on sites and 
types of structures. It also will 
offer suggestions as to the neces- 
sary test of the Missouri Urban 
Redevelopment Corporation Act, 
which was adopted in 1945 and 
amended in 1947 but has not yet 
been utilized. 

Cities were called on to make 


future for participation in the 
initial $200,000,000 in slum clear- 
ance grants under the 1949 Hous- 
ing Act, by the Federal Housing 
and Home Finance Agency at 
Washirgton today. St. Louis wants 
such a grant to assist the new 
downtown housing plan. 

The initial $200,000,000 in 
grants will be available to cities 
until June 30, 1951. In the fol- 
lowing three years $300,000,000 
more would become available, un- 
less released sooner by the Presi- 
dent. A formal resolution by the 
Board of Aldermen, ting the 
amount of grant d in St. 
Louis, will be required*as the pre- 
liminary application. 

Within six months after an al- 
lotment is made a formal, specific 
application must be filed in de- 
tail. -HHFA plans to make its 
first allocations in proportion to 
the volume of substandard dwell- 
ings in cities, as shown by the 
1940 census. 

It was the expectation that the 
executive committee, of which 
Mayor Darst was made temporary 
chairman, would start its discus- 
sions next week. It was sug- 
gested that the committee consist 
of at least six members, with the 
possibility the Mayoremay make 
it somewhat larger, to include 
various important interests. The 
desire was expressed at the meet- 
ing yesterday for selection of a 
committee of influential persons, 
headed by a strong leader. 

Participants in yesterday’s meet- 
ing, which was not open to the 
press, said the tenor of the dis- 
cussion favored seeking at least 
50 subscriptions for stock of the 
proposed redevelopment, corpora- 
tion, averaging $100,000 each. A 
larger number would be wel- 
comed, however, as the desire of 
leaders of the movement is to 
give it as broad a basis as pos- 
sible. Obviously, retail stores, 
banks, wholesale houses and vari- 
ous wealthy interests will be 
among those solicited. 

Five-Year Payments. 

The _ preliminary discussions 
have counted on providing for 
payment for stock over a five-year 
period. It would not be necessary 
to have all the capital in hand im- 
mediately.

Mayor Darst had signed the 
letter of appointment and trans- 
mitted it to Mervyn E. Wiethaupt, 
secretary-treasurer of the board, 
who made an attempt yesterday 
to have the appointee sworn in by 
a circuit judge but was unable to 
find Mrs. Calloway. 

Fihancial Considerations. 
Mrs. Calloway said that finan- 
cial considerations forced her re- 
luctantly to a decision to decline 
the appointment. As deputy clerk, 
she receives $192.50 a month. 
Calloway is reported to receive 
a salary of about $300 a month. 
“I feel it would be an impdsi- 
tion on my husband and my fam- 
ily to give up this position in 
favor of the non-salaried member- 
ship on the Board of Education,” 
she said. “We have three chil- 
dren, two of whom are attending 
college,-and we are attempting to 
buy a home.

Outstanding among the com- 
mittee’s duties will be to. start in- 
tensive efforts to obtain subscrip- 
tions for about $5,800,000 in stock 
of an urban redevelopment cor- 
poration. The plan calls for ex- 
penditure of about $50,000,000, 
with 90 per cent of this capital 
being obtained through FHA-in- 
sured mortgage loans. 

Site and Building Proposals. 

Other functions of the execu- 
tive or steering committee will 
be to submit plans for formation 
of such a corporation and specific 
recommendations on sites and 
types of structures. It also will 
offer suggestions as to the neces- 
sary test of the Missouri Urban 
Redevelopment Corporation Act, 
which was adopted in 1945 and 
amended in 1947 but has not yet 
been utilized. 

Cities were called on to make 
definite applications in the near 
future for participation in -the 
initial $200,000,000 in slum clear- 
ance grants under the 1949 Hous- 
ing Act, by the Federal Housing 
and Home Finance Agency at 
Washirigton today. St. Louis wants 
such a grant to assist the new 
downtown housing plan. 

The initial $200,000,000 in 
grants will be available to cities 
until June 30, 1951. In the fol- 
lowing three years $300,000,000 
more would become available, un- 
less released sooner by the Presi- 
dent. A formal resolution by the 
Board of Aldermen, stating the 
amount of grant d in St. 
Louis, will be required*as the pre- 
liminary application. 

Within six months after an al- 
lotment is made a formal, specific 
application must be filed. in de- 
tail. THHFA plans to make its 
first allocations in proportion to 
the volume of substandard dwell- 
ings in cities, as shown by the 
1940 census.

trolled Hungary. 

The action was taken be- 
cause of the arrest last month 
of Robert A. Vogeler, an offi- 
cial of the International Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Corp., 
and the detention of other 
Americans in Hungary. 

The State Department an- 
nounced the bar in a sharp 
note of protest to Hungary 
against the arrest of Vogeler.

150,000 REQUESTS, 
ONLY 50,000 GET * 
VATICAN TICKETS 


VATICAN CITY,*Dec. 20 (UP) 
—The Vatican announced today 
that all"60,000 tickets for reserved 
posts at the Saturday ceremony 
opening the 1950 Holy Year had 
been distributed, and 100,000 ad- 
ditional requests had been tu-ned 
down. 

The Vatican printed 50,000 
tickets for admission to the re- 
served section near the holy door 
of St. Peter’s or for entrance to 
the basilica. Authorities said re- 
quests were received for three 
times the available number of 
places. : 

“Further reservations for the 
ceremony of the opening of the 
Holy Year cannot be decepted,” 
said a sign posted at the office of 
the maestro of the Pope’s cham- 
ber. 

Final preparations for Holy 
Year were going on all over 
Rome. At the key railroad sta- 
tions in Rome and the Ciampino 
international airport, church 
authorities set up special “pil- 
grims’ aid centers” to assist ar- 
riving visitors. 

New pilgrim centers in Rome 
and on the outskirts, where

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (UP)— 
Herbert John Burgman, former 


Saigh’s testimony was given as 
he resumed the stand to resist 
the attempt of the St. Louis 
Browns to evict the Cardinals 
from Sportsman’s Park.

The Cardinals president, who 
earlier had said he did not learn 
the Browns wanted to evict his 
club until a sports writer told him 
of it at a press dinner at Toots 
Shor’s restaurant in New York 
last February, was asked by his 
attorney, Thomas S. McPheeters, 
if he would have bought Hanne- 
gan’s interest if there was doubt 
about the ’

Burgman, 53- 
year-old native 
of Hokah, Minn., 
was the seventh

der the alias of “Joe Scan- 
lon.” The “Scanlon”  broad- 


casts were beamed to the United | 


States from “Station Debunk,” in 
a program which actually ori- 
ginatd in Berlin, but which the 
Nazis tried to make sound as if 
it came from the American Mid- 
west. 

Burgman, who has been suffer- 
ing from a heart ailment and was 
in a wheelchair when the federal 
jury convicted him last month, 
said nothing as Judge Alexander 
Holtzoff imposed sentence. He 
stood quietly before the bench, 
and except for a characteristic 
half-smile, showed no reaction. 

Holtzoff said nothing about the 
$10,000 fine which the Govern- 
ment maintains is mandatory @n- 
der the treason statute. 

‘Holtzoff said he had taken into 
consideration the “age and health” 
of the convicted man. 

Before sentencing, James J. 
Laughlin, Burgman’s attorney, 
said he believed “the jury was 
wrong” in the application of the 


law in this case. ‘ 

“The court feels,” Holtzoff said, 
“that the verdict was a just one 
and that any other would have 
been unreasonable.” 

Holtzoff recommended that 
Burgman serve his sentence in 
the federal penitentiary at Lewis- 
burg, Pa. 

After the sentencing, Laughlin 
thanked Holtzoff for conducting 
the trial “with painstaking fair- 
ness.” 

Burgman’s German-born wife 
and 26-year-old son testified in 
his defense at the trial.

“When the deal was made with 
Breadon, we knew we had a lease 
for 12 years. We intended to ex- 
ercise the option for renewal after 
Déc. 31, 1950.” 

Saigh acknowledged that his 
club sent checks to the Browhs 
drawn on the name of the or- 
ganization as it existed under 
Breadon. 

Saved Printing Costs. 

In explaining this, however, he 
said: “Yes, on the face they were 
drawn like that, but the account 
at the bank was listed as the 
St. Louis National Baseball Club, 
Inc., the name of our organiza- 
tion. At that timé we were con- 
servative and did not immedi- 
ately have new checks and sta- 
tionery printed.”

dent of the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly, today proposed a 
temporary armistice in the pro- 
duction and use of atomic 
Weapons. 

Romulo said his proposal was 
made in the hope of halting a 


costly race between the United 
States and Russia for atomic su- 
premacy. He _ stressed that his 


lan was intended only as an/j{ 


interim measure to give more 
time for the working out of a 
permanent atomic control plan. 

The Philippine diplomat handed 
his proposal to Gen. A. G. L. Mc- 
Naughton of Canada, shortly be- 
fore a secret me.ting of the six 
Permanent members of the U.N. 
Atomic Energy Commission. Mc- 
Naughton is this month’s chair- 
man of the six conferees, which 
also include _ representatives of 
the United State, Russia, Britain, 
‘France and China. 

Conference Adjourned. 

The conferees decided to refer 
the proposals to their home gov- 
ernments, for study and then ad- 
fjorrn vrtil Jan. 19.

: First Priority Asked. 

Romulo suggested that the con- 
ferées give first priority to the 
possibility of reaching agreement 
On a temporary plan for the pro- 
hibition or control of atomic 
‘weapons. 

Romulo did not specify how 
long he thought the temporary 
armistice should be or how the 
necessary’ inspéction machinery 
could be set up. He said he pre- 
ferred to leave these questions to 
atomic experts who have tech- 
nical knowledge. 


U.S. Spending $780,000,00 Yearly 
for Atom Power Study. 


WASHINGTON, Pa., Dec. 20 
(AP)—The Government is spend- 
ing $780,000,000 a year to harness 
atomic power for peace according 
to a member of the United States 
Atomic Energy Commission. 

Sumner T. Pike made the state- 
ment yesterday at a special con- 
vocation at Washington and Jef- 
ferson College. 

“We are now attempting to de- 
velop an atom-propelled naval 
vessel, but the problem is safety 
from radio-activity in such a con- 
fined space,” Pike said, adding, 
“the research is costly to the Gov- 
ernment but a good many factors 
are more important to the Navy 
than operating costs.” 

Pike pointed out: many prob- 
lems remain to be solved before 
commercial use of atomic energy’ 
can actually be put into practice. 

“Corporations such as Westing- 
house and General Electric are 
doing costly laboratory and pilot 
plant work, looking to the fu- 
ture,” he said.

WASHINGTON, ec. 20 (AP)—

The expected break was not cal- 
culated to change the existing 
commercial relationships between 
Britain and the Nationalists. No 
withdrawal of British consular of- 
ficials from Nationalist-held China 
was expected. 


GERMAN ON TRIAL ACCUSED 
OF MAKING POSTWAR AIRCRAFT

aircraft.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (AP)— 
A grand jury today began look- 
ing into the case of John Mara- 
gon, onetime frequenter of the 
White House, who is accused by 
Senators of perjury, a crime 
carrying a possible penalty of two 
to 10 years in prison. 

Maragon is the former Kansas 
City bootblack who was a friend 
of presidential military aide 
Harry Vaughan. He has been ac- 
cused of lying when he denied to 
Senate “five per center” investi- 
gators that he never got any 
money for handling business 
deals with. Government agencies. 

The first witness was Gilbert 
Halasz, a shorthand reporter who 
recorded some of the hearings at 
which Maragon made his denial. 

Among others who appeared 
were Harold Ross, president of 
Allied Molasses Co., Inc., of Perth 
Amboy, N.J.; Milton Polland, Mil- 
waukee life insurance agent: and 
William P. Rogers and Carmine S. 
Bellino, counsel and accountant 
for the Senate investigators. 

Polland testified to the Senate 
Investigating Committee that he 
paid Maragon more than $1000 in 
an attempt to obtain cancellation 


of an order suspending the sugar 
ration of the Allied Molasses Co. 


‘That was in 1946. Polland said he 


was interested in Allied’s case 
because he is an uncle of Ross. 

Ross testified to the committee 
that he once handed Maragon 
$100 in cash when Maragon said 
he needed money for expenses. 

After leaving the jury room 
both Ross and Polland said their 
testimony was the same as before 
the Senate Committee. 

Bellino testified at the commit- 
tee investigation that Maragon 
opened an account in the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce, San 
Antonio, Tex., in 1943. In 1944 
and 1945, Bellino testified, de- 
posits were $11,723 and $26,303, 
respectively. Bellino said Mara- 
gon’s deposits in all accounts for 
the years 1943 through 1948 to- 
taled $119,606. Maragon, the Sen- 
ators were told, said his income 
for the years 1945 to 1948 aver- 
aged only ‘$6000 a year.

Testimony that operations of the 
St. Louis Public Service Co. in’ St. 
Louis county are showing a loss 
of $750,000 a year, which could 
be reduced by $250,000 to $400,- 
000 if the revamping of mass 
transportation in the county is 
approved by the Missouri Public 
Service Commission, was given 
before the commission today. 

John C. Bain, vice president and 
operating manager for the Public 
Service Co., gave the figures after 
taking the stand as first witness 
for his company. Bain testified 
the purpose of the plan is to 
elminate 32 miles of the 43 miles 
of duplicating service in St. Louis 
county now operated by the Pub- 
lic Service Co. and the St. Louis 
County Transit Co. 

Bain said both companies “real- 
ize there is not enough for both 
in the same areas on a competi- 
tive basis.” He was followed as a 
witness by John W. Dameron, 
executive assistant of the Public 
Service Co. 

County Transit Co. Deficit. 

Arthur F, Bangert, vice presi- 
dent and general manager of 
County Transit, offered exhibits 
that purported to show a total 
1949 deficit of $39,256 would 
have been converted into an es- 
timated profit of $26,600 if the 
proposed plan had been in opera- 
tion. The plan thus would have 
meant a total difference .of more 
than $65,000 in company finances. 

Another exhibit showed a total 
loss of $38,171 on five routes. Of 
these, the company would aban- 
don one outright, two in part and 
would operate two with closed 
doors over a certain portion of 
their routes to avoid competition 
with busses of the Public Service 
Co. Bangert expressed the opinion 
the plan would offer adequate 
transportation service to all popu- 
lous areas of the St. Louis county. 

Not Yet Cross-Examined. 

Counsel for St. Louis county 
and the 21 municipalities and 
groups which have intervened in 
the case, most of them in opposi- 
tion, so far have not had an op- 
portunity to cross-examine com- 
pany witnesses as hearings on 
the transit plan entered the sec- 
ond day—the commission has 
indicated such 
tion may be deferred to a later 
series of hearings. 

The proposed revision of coun- 
ty lines includes abandonment by 
Public Service Co. of two street- 
car lines and four bus lines, ex- 
tension of one bus line and es- 
tablishment of one new bus line. 
Under the plan, County Transit 
Co. would abandon one ‘bus line 
and portions of three others, es- 
tablish four new bus lines, ex- 
tend one and operate two with 
closed doors for part of these 
routes to eliminate competition 
with Public Service Co. busses. 

Objections of intervenors to 
the proposed changes, and their 
effect on fares and transportation 
in some areas, are scheduled to 
be heard at later hearings, prob- 
ably in St. Louis county. 

Says Line Faces Dissolution. 

The commission was told -yes- 
terday that the financial plight of 
St. Louis County Transit Co. was 
such that unless a solution was 
found, such as the proposed plan, 
the company will be compelled 
to discontinue its operations and 
liquidate its ‘property. 

Vice President Bangert testi- 
fied yesterday that the company 
was operating at a substantial 
deficit this year, with a decline 
in riding and increased costs for 
labor, materials, supplies and op- 
erations. He said riding had de- 
clined 15.6 per cent last August 
and 14.2 per cent last month, 
compared to corresponding months 
of last year. Labor costs had in- 
creased 33 per cent since 1946, 
he said. 

William C. Ross of St. Loujs, a 
consultant and former chief ac- 
countant of the Public Service 
Commission, testified the County 
Transit Co: had an operating def- 
icit of $38,932 in the first 10 
months of this year, compared to 
a profit of $25,637 in 1948. 

As a result, Ross said, the com- 
pany’s short term notes, now 
$257,440, have been increased to 
pay off long-term obligations, the 
physical operating property has 
been reduced and old equipment 
is not being retired as it should. 

Possible Remedies. 

Possible remedies, Ross said. 
were a change in the fare struc- 
ture to increase revenues, Or & 
reduction in service, or elimina- 
tion of duplications of service 
through a plan such as that now 
pending, to give the company an 
opportunity to attract more pas- 
sengers.

The opening of the door is taken 
to symbolize the abundant sources 
of pardon the church believes it 
can dispense as heiress of some 
of Christ’s powers. 

The canonization and beatifica- 
tion ceremonies will be the most 
numerous in 17 years. Canonized 
saints are persons declared by the |; 
Catholic Church to be in heaven. 
Beatification is a step toward |i 
canonization. Those canonized are 
called saints, and beatified are 
referred to as Blessed.

downtown interesfs, have taken 
the stand that a remarkable 
opportunity is offered to proceed 
with the plan, and that quick, 
energetic action is called for, to 
avoid a failure or long delay.

Status of the Fire Chief in the 
proposed charter had been re- 
ferred back to committee after 
John J. Church, a board member, 
objected vigorously to the com- 
mittee’s ideas at a board meeting 
last Thursday. He contended that 
elimination of civil service pro- 
tecton, as accorded the Fire Chief 
under the present charter, would 
throw the job into politics and 
make his tenure insecure. 
Career Man Provision. 
Committee members yesterday 
took the position that, under their 
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proposal to raise the present Divi- 
sion of Fire in the Department of 
Public Safety to full department- 
al status, the chief, as a policy- 
making official and member of 
the Mayor’s cabinet, should not 
be a civil service appointee. Un- 
der their plan, however, the chief 
would have to be a career man, 
with at least 10 years’ experience 
in the department and at least 
three years in a rank comparable 
to captain or igher. 

Tenure in office would be se- 
cured by continuation of the pres- 
ent charter clause, under which 
department heads are appointed 
for four-year terms and cannot be 
removed except by formal charges 
and a hearing. On completion of 
his term, if not reappointed by a 
new Mayor, the chief then would 
revert to the rank hé previously 
held. 

The committee, headed .by 
Henry F. Chadeayne, also approved 
tentatively a proposed Depart- 
ment of Health and Welfare, 
under which would operate divi- 
sions of health, hospitals and wel- 
fare, each advised by separate 
boards of technical experts and 
lay appointees. 

Preamble to Charter. 

A simple, 23-word preamble to 
the proposed new City Charter 
was tentatively adopted by the 
Board of Freeholders’ special 
committee at a meeting last 
night. 
The preamble, as accepted b 


‘la 2-to-1. vote of the committee, 


says only: “We, the people of the 
City of St. Louis, trusting in God 
and grateful for His goodnegs, do 
ratify and adopt this Charter.” 
The original draft of the pre- 
amble was written by Freeholder 
Alroy S. Phillips, but two addi- 
tional phrases that he had in- 
cluded were eliminated from it 
by the committee. Both dealt with

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (AP)— 
The Southeast, the Southwest 
and the Far West set a fast pace 
in business and industrial devel- 
opment in the 1944-49 period in 


spite of a general slackening off 
in 1948. 


The Commerce Department re- 
ported last night that those “three 
most rapidly growing regions” 
were responsible for 48 per cent 
of the nation’s total gain in the 


number of business firms during 
the five-year period. 

They not only led in over-all 
“business population” growth but 
also paced the nation in each ma- 
jor kind of industry except min- 
ing, the department said. 

Top ranking individual states 
in the business population in- 
crease were Florida, Arizona and

tive gains of 71, 67 and 59 per

. old story by now. Having neg- 
lected to join the chorus of dis- 
sent which was lifted when the 
returns were counted, this by- 
stander offers amends now by 
declaring, before the year is out, 
that the distinction should have 
gone to Page. 

Williams’ qualifications as a 
hitter—and only a hitter—re- 
quire no elaboration. Rizzuto 
was the indispensable man on 
the Yankees’ infield. But a 
three-year review of American 
League campaigns is the only 
argument Page’s supporters 
need. In 1947, it was the left- 
hander’s relief pitching that en- 
abled the Yankees to win. In 
1948, it was his inability to stop 
the opposition consistently that 
cost New York the champion- 
ship. In 1949 the games he won 

- and the games he saved consti- 
tuted the most important indi- 
vidual contribution made to any 
team in the League. For three 
seasons, as Page has gone, so 
went the pennant. If there is a 
better working definition of the 
term, “most valuable,” it does

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20. 


HE National Labor Relations Board charged with administration 


of the Taft-Hartley Act, has

law dealing with union shop elections and the traditional but practi- 
cal usage of construction contractors and their employes who are 
members of the building trades unions. 


The NLRB took the matter ,un- 
der advisement after a hearing 
yesterday in which employers rep- 
resented by the Associated Gen- 
eral Contractors of America, and 
the employes represented by the 
AFL Building Trades Department 
found themselves on the same 
side of the fence. In the same 
camp, and this was more surpris- 
ing, was the board’s independent 
general counsel, Robert N. Den- 
ham. 

The upshot of all this is that 
the board, most likely, will con- 
tinue to do just what it has been 
doing since the Taft-Hartley Act 
was enacted in the summer of 
1947—ignore, so far as the build- 
ing trades are concerned, what 
the law says about union shop 
elections. And that for very’ 
practical reasons. The decision 
might be otherwise if someone 
could think of a method for hold- 
ing such elections, but so far, 
no one has. 

Denham’s Proposal. 

Denham proposed for the 
board’s consideration that it 
“deem the union shop election 
requirement in the building and 
construction industry, to have 
been met, despite the fact that no 
elections may have been held, un- 
til such time as administrative 
machinery has been’ established 
and made available to the pub- 
lic.” 
Although Denham spoke of the 
“union shop,” the traditional and 
still common form of contract in 
the construction industry is the 
“closed shop.” Under the union 
shop, which the Taft-Hartley law 
permits in certain conditions, an 
applicant for work need not be a 
member of the union, but must 
join after obtaining employment. 

Under the closed shop, forbid- 
den by the Taft-Hartley law, the 
applicant for employment must 
be a member of the union before 
obtaining a job. The very circum- 
stances that make it all but im- 
possible in the construction in- 
dustry to hold union shop elec- 
tions make it all but impossible 


for instance, in the new labor bill 


author of the Taft-Hartley law, 
got through the Senate as a sub- 
stitute for the Administration’s 
bill to repeal the Taft-Hartley Act 
and restore the Wagner Act “with 
improvements.” 
The reason nothing was done 
was that Administration Demo- 
crats, supported by advocates of 
organized labor, preferred to let 
the Taft-Hartley Act stand as 
written, rather than tinker with 
it, so that the whole law could 
remain as a political issue for the 
1950 campaign. Their argument 
was that if they made Taft-Hart- 
ley any better than it was, their 
campaign material would be 
weakened. 

Flaw in Taft Act. 
But if the Taft-Hartley union 
shop election requirement is all 
but meaningless in the mass pro- 
duction industries, for instance, 
where most of the elections have 
been held, it is all but impossible 
in the building trades industries 
where employment with any par- 
ticular contractor is sporadic and 
the workmen can pick and choose 
where they will work. So strong 
is their closed shop tradition that 
most of them just don’t choose 
to work unless all their fellow 
workers are union members—un- 
less they have a “closed shop” in 
all but formal name. 
It is difficult to see, as a mat- 
ter of law, how the NLRB ean 
make a formal pronouncement 
that must say, in effect: “We do 
not intend to enforce this sec- 
tion of the Taft-Hartley law,” or 
even how it can say: “We'd like 
to enforce it, but don’t see how 
we can.” But it is difficult to 
see, also, what the NLRB could do 
about union shop elections in the 
building industry, however eager 
its members may be. The fault, 
in short, lies with the terms of 
the law itself.

In the ordinary 
course of things the union shop 
does not become compulsory until 
a worker has been employed for 
30 days by a single employer who 
has that sort of labor contract 
with a union. 

Reservations Listed. 

Denham’s third recommenda- 
tion was that despite the two 
waivers he suggested in the be- 
‘ginning, the NLRB should take 
jurisdiction of any charges of un- 
fair labor practices by unions 
which might arise under the act. 

The NLRB counsel threw in 
another reservation—the waivers 
he recommended should apply 
only to those situations in which 
the conduct of union shop elec- 
tions is “administratively impos- 
sible.” That covers most of the 
field. ‘There are probably some 
large construction firms which 
have a stable employment force. 
In these situations union shop 
elections might be held. But 
characteristically the industry is 
composed of small contractors, 
who hire one set of carpenters 
this week; another set the next 
time they have employment for 
contractors, and so on through 
the various craftsmen. It is this 
segment, by far the largest, which 
presents the problem. 

It is a problem that was recog- 
nized very soon after the Taft- 
Hartley Act was passed. It was 
discovered that a union plumber, 
for example, not having one “per- 
manent” employer, would not 
work with non-union plumbers if 
by shopping around he could find 
a job where his fellowworkmen 
were union members. 

This produced something that 
could hardly be told frém the 
closed shop, even though there 
was no “closed shop contract. 
What was true of plumbers was 
true also of carpenters, bricklay- 
ers, electricians, and the build- 


ing crafts generally.

It also became apparent that in 
those industries where it was 
feasible to hold union shop elec- 
tions, mainly the mass production 
industries, nearly all of those 
polled voted for a union shop. In 
the little over two years ended 
last October, the NLRB held 34,- 
444 union shop elections. All but 
950 resulted in votes for the union 
shop. Of the 3,312,637 votes, 3,- 
045,013 favored the union shop. 


industry. It tried an experiment 


in the Pittsburgh area, and ran 
into almost fantastic difficulties 
and expense. 


There, to get around the obvi- 
ous difficulty of the intermittent 
employment in the construction 
industry, so far as the working 
force of any particular employer 
is concerned, it devised the idea 
of a “labor pool”; and, to get a 
sample which would not be too 
unwieldly, limited the experiment 
to employes of the heavy con- 
struction industry in 33 counties. 
This involved drawing up a list 
of workmen who might be consid- 
ered as the permanent working 
force in that industry and in that 


farea, regardless of whom they 


might be working for on any par- 
ticular day. It involved analyz- 
ing that list, to eliminate dupli- 
cations and required study of the 
names on the payrolls of all em- 
ployers concerned. It raised a 
substantial question of whether, 
however difficultly contrived, this 
procedure-conformed to the law 
of holding union shop elections. 
But NLRB did hold an elec- 
tion. It meant setting up polling 
places on 95 different projects 
where members of five different 
unions could vote. Of the 2709 
eligible voters, 2483 voted. There 
were 2214 votes for the union 
shop; 269 against it, and the elec- 
tion cost the NLRB $40,000— 
about $16 a vote. 
But NLRB was not yet done. 
It thought it would draw on the 
Pittsburgh experience to hold a 
construction industry union shop 
election in Detroit. So many 
practical difficulties were encoun- 
tered, that project was abandoned. 
A full-scale election in Detroit, 
taking in ail the building trades 
and not just heavy construction 
as in Pittsburgh, would have 
meant elections at 5000 projects, 
not Pittsburgh’s 95, and employes 
of 2200 contractors, not Pitts- 
burgh’s fewer than 100. There 
would have been in Detroit many 
more than the five craft unions 
concerned in Pittsburgh. 
These are some of the reasons 
why Denham told the NLRB yes- 
terday he has been trying, ever 
since the Taft-Hartley law had 
been in effect, to devise some 
method of holding the union shop 
elections in the building indus- 
try, but hasn’t been able to hit 
upon a practical scheme.

Ebb in the Red Tide? 
The London correspondent of the United 
Press, R. H. Shackford, takes a look around 
Europe and notes a definite ebb in the Com- 
munist tide. Two years ago, he reports, Com- 
munists held 28 cabinet posts in Western 


‘ European governments, and today they hold none. 


There has also been a decline in the pariia- 
mentary strength of the party. Reasons for 
this are to be found in the Marshall plan, the 
opposition of the Vatican, Titoism and the like. 
But it also suggests that the Communists may 
be themselves undermining their hope for 
power. This they are doing on the ideological 
level. 

Lenin’s ideological strategy of boring from 
within was supposed to be the most dangerous 
weapon of the Red brethren. But they are be- 
coming increasingly obtuse in its use. The 
Politburo either does not understand the West- 
ern mind or holds it in contempt. One way or 
the other, the Kremlin is throwing away its 
chances to influence that mind. 

The process has become most clear in France. 
Because of the sad record of prewar govern- 
ments and because of the part played in the 
Resistance by the Communists, the party had 
achieved a considerable influence in France by 
1945. Some of this was lost two years ago when 
Moscow, over the protests of French party lead- 
ers, ordered them to call hopeless strikes. 

But even then, the Communists could point to 
the big names of the intellectual world which 
still appeared on their membersMip rolls. It 
meant much in France to have prominent scien- 
tists, teachers, historians, dramatists, poets and 
painters pleading the Commiunist cause. Just 
why such men ever joined the party or followed 
its line is hard to say. Probably they did not 
think very deeply. They, too, were disgusted 
with the past, and here was a political program 
which seemed to promise something better. What 
they failed to grasp was that Communism does 
not confine itself to a man’s political loyalty. It 
claims every activity of his mind. It dictates 
even the music which he shall hear, and the 
pictures which he shall enjoy. 

The French intellectuals now are very well 
aware of this. Roger Garaudy, an historian, has 
been ordered to retract a book in which he 
dared to say that Frenchmen of the eighteenth 
century had certain progressive ideas even be- 
fore Marx. Professors Prenant and Cohen have 
been told to make their scientific teachings con- 
form to those of Red Hero Lysenko. The poetry 
of Eluard and the paintings of Picasso.are being 
denounced in the Red press. Joliot-Curie has 
been told that there is no disinterested science, 
that the only good science is “proletarian” 
science. He has been accused of the sin of 
“formalism.” And 80 on and on, 

Just as Zhdanov policed Russian minds, so one 
Laurent Casanova has been appointed to police 
French minds. And he judges the sciences and 
the arts by the orthodox pronunciamentos of 
Maurice Thorez, the ex-miner, and Josef Stalin, 
the former Georgian seminarian. A few second- 
rate minds have bowed to this totalitarian dis- 
cipline. Others, however, are beginning to rebel. 
There will have to be a lot of improvements 
made in Communist thought-control before the 
harness fits the unbroken Gallic mind. In fact, 
we believe, it can’t be done. 

And France may turn out to be typical of all 
Europe, even those parts which for the moment 


are wearing the yoke. 
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Firetraps in the County 

The National Fire Safety Committee of the 
County Chamber of Commerce has performed 
what could be a public service in canvassing 
county schools, nursing homes and churches 
for fire hazards. But unless it makes known 
the names of the places where hazards exist, 
its work will pay off about as much as an 
anonymous check. : 

Chairman John J. O’Toole says his investi- 
gators found junk and oily rags under stairways, 
fuses and wires overloaded, and some schools 
without fire drills or with drills only on a hap- 
hazard basis. 

These are things that might cause catastrophe 
by fire. If the catastrophe came, there .would 
be still other defects in coping with it. Many of 
these defects are the result of the frac- 
tionalization of St, Louis county into a multi- 
tude of petty governments. Mr. O’Toole men- 
tions, among them, the lack of a county fire 
marshal, and omission of an aerial ladder from 
the fire equipment in all the county munici- 
palities except Clayton. Inadequate water pipe 
sizes in Lemay and inadequacy of fire hydrants 
in Affton and Jennings are other deficiencies, 
these cited by the manager of the Missouri In- 
spection Bureau, W. C. Anderson. 

Hospital fires, hotel fires, college dormitory 
fires and steamship fires in the recent past are 
object lessons that it can happen in these other 
buildings too. For the sake of the potential 
victims of firetraps, the most complete publicity 
should be given to these hazards.

Spain’s Fascist Dictator, Generalissimo 
Franco, has issued an order for Christmas am- 
nesty or pardon for some of the political *prison- 
ers whom his regime has held behind bars. The 
order does not cover all those held and there 
are other limitations, but it is an amnesty 
order and it does credit to Franco. 

Many Americans are hoping for an amnesty 
order from the White House between now and 
next Sunday. In Philadelphia, the Quaker City 
of Brotherly Love, the Central Committee for 
Conscientious (Wartime) Objectors, has been at 
work for some three years. Just now this group 


has issued an appeal to the President by 70. 


educators, writers, clergymen and others. Their 
statement says: 

Men who already paid heavily for their 
belief with long prison terms still suffer 
the disabilities which follow the loss of 
civil rights. Surely men who have en- 
deavored literally to follow the teachings 
of the Sermon on the Mount should not 
therefore be permanently relegated to sec- 
ond-class citizenship. 

The Post-Dispatch thinks that these violators 
of the draft made the wrong decision. They 
failed to see that their nation’s security required 
that arms be taken up in defense after the 

‘dastardly attack on Pearl Harbor. But that 
danger has passed. The war has been over for 
more than four years. Now long continued im- 
prisonment for a choice of conscience, however 
mistaken, is an offense against the dignity of 
the individual. 

Another aspect of the same matter is the 
withholding of voting and other rights from 
those who have been released.

Now for a Better Selection 


Is Mrs. Olivia E. Calloway, Mayor Darst’s 
new appointee to the School Board, a state em- 
ploye? 

Does her political post as a clerk in the Pro- 
bate Court, presided over by Judge Glendy B. 
Arnold, make her ineligible for service on the 
board which administers the public schools of 
St. Louis? 

With these questions under debate, Mrs. Cal- 
loway has sent a letter of non-acceptance to 
Mayor Darst. Her position is that she cannot 
afford to make the choice against her paying 
post in favor of a place on the School Board 
which provides no compensation. ‘ 

Among the legal objections raised is this im- 
portant one by Judge Arnold: On the School 


Board Mrs. Calloway would be a member of the . 


offictal body which conducts an accounting of 
the records of the Probate Court. Legally, the 
School Board Mrs. Calloway would be checking 
on the Probate clerkship Mrs. Calloway. 

The best way out of this situation is the one 
which Mrs. Calloway has taken. Her letter 
of non-acceptance leaves the situation just where 
it was before Mayor Darst made his hasty an- 
nouncement. The Mayor did a fair and proper 
thing in turning to the Negro community for a 
School Board member. Let him now go over the 
field of those Negroes who are qualified by edu- 
cation and interest and background. Let him 
make a new choice. 

The Calloway appointment tells Mayor Darst 
that Democratic patronage politics does not mix 
with service on the School Board. His next 
choice may well be another Negro and a woman, 
but it should be non-political. There are Negro 
civic and education groups qualified to advise 
him if the Mayor is not sufficiently acquainted 
in non-political Negro circles. 
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Lumping the State Income Tax 

Abolition of quarterly payments of the state 
income tax is intended to save the state money, 
and it will also cost some taxpayers a cone 
venience. As soon as it takes effect the State De- 
partment of Revenue will have an opportunity 
to begin to balance these tangible savings and 
intangible costs. It will then be better able to 
make up its mind whether to continue requiring 
lump-sum payment or go back to the quarterly 
basis. 

Questions on which the department might 
well make a running check are: Does the lump 
sum requirement slow down collections? What 
effect does it have on the amount of delinquent 
collections? Is it a net saving? How do the tax- 
payers like it? And if taxpayers who have been 
making quarterly payments don’t like the new 
arrangements, it will be a good time for them 
to tell the Revenue Department so.

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A German on the Ruhr Board | 


The High Commission for West Germany has 
continued the old Military Government ban 
against Nazi and militarist organizations, a meth- 
od of attempting to prevent a renewal of ag- 
gressive sentiment in postwar Germany. 

A much more far-reaching step, is the appoint- 
ment of a German member of the International 
Ruhr Authority. With at least threé big if’s at- 
tached, the Ruhr Authority will be in a position 
to make sure that Germany cannot gear its 
economy fer war, and the organization can help 
prevent one of the causes of war by assuring 
equitable distribution throughout western Eu- 
rope of Ruhr coal and steel. To do so it must 
develop a successful plan of operation, it must 
be given real authority and responsibility by 
the High Commission, and, most important, it 
must have the support and confidence of West 
Germans and other West Europeans. 

Unfortunately, the man Chancellor Adenauer 
selected to be West Germany’s representative 
in the organization, possibly for political rea- 
sons, is Deputy Chancellor Franz Bluecher, a 
leader of the right-wing Free Democratic Party. 
Bluecher, whose record during Nazi days has 
been attacked, is a vigorous spokesman for un- 
fettered business operations. 

His appointment will please the United States, 
but it is almost certain to arouse the violent op- 
position of Socialists, and others who want some 
limitations on capitalism, in Europe, in Germany 
and even in Adenauer’s own party, the Chris- 
tian Democratic Union-Christian Social Union. 

The International Ruhr Authority is already 
being vehemently attacked in West Germany. 
Nationalists oppose it as an infringement of 
German sovereignty, Socialists as a block to the 
socialization of heavy industry, other Germans 
as insufficient unless it is extended to include 
all Western European heavy industry. If it is to 
succeed, it needs badly all the support it can get. 
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She Does Not Choose to Run 


Mrs. J. Parnell Thomas has exhibited sound 
second thought with respect to the vacancy to 
be created next month by her husband’s be- 
lated resignation as a member of Congress from 
New Jersey. Immediately on the heels of his 
prison sentence for payroll padding and fraud, 
she announced that she would run for his seat 
to vindicate him. Now she says “it would be 
impossible for me to campaign adequately in 
the brief time which elapses before the special 
election.” Let’s skip her reason. What counts 
is that she has reconsidered. The prospect of 
further reference to J. Parnell Thomas ig now 
eliminated for some time to come. What the 
country should do is remember this once self- 
styled model of Americanism as a bad exam- 
ple—remember him and say no more than

Patent Medicine for Floods 


Ever since its formation in 1935, this 
organization has been particularly inter- 
ested in flood control. 
study have led to one inescapable conclu- 
sion: that the flood control policies of the 


Federal Government, as devised and car- 


ried out by the Corps of Engineers, have 
hitched the cart before the horse. 

We (the American people) saw the dam- 
4ge where it was most spectacular and we 
sought to apply the remedy there. We 
built levees and big dams and, as the 
floods became more frequent and more 
disastrous, higher levees and bigger dams. 
It was like trying to cure tuberculosis by 
feeding the patient cough sirup and rub- 
bing rouge on his cheeks. 


The fact is, neither can floods be pre- 
vented nor their major damage controlled 
by big dams and levees. Floods start in 
the hills and on the farmlands. The dam- 
age in the headwaters is from sheet ero- 
sion and gullies, in seeds and crops ripped 
from the rows, in caving creekbanks and 
bottomlands covered with sterile clay, in 
lost fertility and lower crop yields. A re- 
cent analysis, based on official government 
surveys, showed actual upstream damage 
three times as great as downstream losses. 

These upstream losses in a valley like 
the Meramec can be prevented by refor- 
estation and fire control, by prevention of 
overgrazing, by terracing and contour 
cropping, ponds and check-water dams 
on the li tributaries, by liming and 
fertilizing and crop rotations to give the 
soil the life and absorbency it no longer 
possesses. 


Less Cost and More Benefit 


These measures will bring about a sub- 
stantial measure of flood abatement in the 
lowlands—definitely reducing the fre- 
quency of overflows and certainly lessening 
their severity. Tests have shown, for ex- 
ample, that water runs off burned-over 
timberland 30 times faster than from un- 
burned forests. 

We do not argue that floods can be 
liminated by soil conservation, forestry 
and upland management, any more than 
the Corps of Engineers can claim that 
floods along the lower St. Francis have

We see little gain from the flood control 
standpoint in putting thousands of acres of 
good land permanently under water in 
order to provide uncertain protection 
against intermittent flooding of similar 
lands below, especially when by other 
measures the downstream floods may be 
abated to the point where they would not 
seriously interfere with agriculture, habi- 
tation and recreation. 

Aside from the merits of upland control 
vs. big dams, a more important considera- 
tion from the standpoint of the taxpayer 
is the relative benefits to be gained. Here 
there is no comparison. By adding up the- 
oretical benefits of every conceivable na- 
ture—some of them highly dubious—the 
Corps of Engineers is able to show a ratio 
of benefits to costs of $1.43 to $1 if all 
three reservoirs are constructed. 


For Recreation and Sport 


In the balanced farming rings and soil 
conservation districts, good land use 
has been shown to double the production 
in crops and livestock from average farm 
lands. Good forestry practices can more 
than triple production and income from 
timberlands in the Meramec basin. Double 
the production from 2,500,000 acres, and 
figure the economic and social gains to the 
people of the valley, to the City of St. 
Louis, to the nation as a whole! 

Such a program of good land use can be 
put into effect in the basin at far less ex- 
pense than the $45,000,000 which you say 
these three dams will cost. 


A thorough-going program of good land 
use—to build up soil fertility, to restore 
forest cover, to clear and stabilize the 
streams from springs and headwater creeks 
to the rivers—this would build a founda- 
tion for real recreational development. A 
half-dozen headwater lakes from 500 to 
1000 acres in size and with stabilized water 
levels would create better fishing and 
more favorable cottage sites than all your 
big fluctuating reservoirs. Restore fertil- 
ity and cover to the land, and wild turkey, 
deer and other game will increase, further 
building the recreational values. 

We have no patience with the argument, 
sometimes heard, that because the forests 
have been depleted and the farm lands 
eroded, the valley must abandon them and 
turn to big artificial lakes as new sources 
of revenue. We cannot subscribe to this 
philosophy of defeatism. Vast, semi-sterile 
reservoirs of water are hardly economic 
substitutes for good soil. Forests are a 
crop; they can be replanted and restored. 
Farm land also is a renewable resource. 
We know these things can be done. They 
are being done now in many communities 
of this very basin.

The Poet Fascism Executed 
LORCA THE POET 

(New York, ole pees pow on i Fema ae 

In the summer of 1936, one month after 
the outbreak of the Spanish Civil War, the 
poet Federico Garcia Lorca, aged 37, was 
shot with a batch of Spanish Republican 
prisoners. There was irony in this death, 
Lorca had never considered himself a po- 
litical writer. If anything, he was con- 
servative in his political opinions. Yet he 
was executed by the insurgent Fascists, 
who must have felt, however obscurely, 
that he was their enemy. 

As Arturo Barea shows, they were right, 
However little his concern with politics, 
Lorca was a poet of the Spanish people: 
“The emotional forces he released became 
part of the shapeless revolutionary move- 
ment of Spain whether he intended or 
not.” Thus, Mr. Barea thinks, it was in- 
evitable that he be murdered by “obscure 
Fascist brutality,” and that his work 
should become a banner to the Loyalist 
cause. 

In his drama “Mariana Pineda,” for in- 
stance, Lorca’s heroine, a woman’ in love 
with a liberal who > 
has deserted her, be- 
comes a martyr to 
his cause; but she 
does this - not so 
much in the name of 
political liberty, as 

that of human 
freedom. Such a play 
could have been 
used as propaganda 
against the liberals, 
as Mr. Barea points 
out; instead, it was 
seen by the people 
as a cry of personal 
Garcia Lorca  eeggege gpg om mm 
famous as a drama of the rights of the 
people. Lorca’s understanding of the peo- 
oy yes him their poet, whether he knew 

or not. 


His chief interest, then, was in the peo- 
ple. He worked at such cultural tasks as 
supplying them with dramatic representa- 
tions, both modern and traditional. And 
in his own poems and plays he explored 
and objectified their inmost beliefs about 
such matters as death and sex. 

The tragedies of jealousy, love and 
death, based on a code which fuses ancient 
and often inconsistent motivations of re- 
venge, Moorish eroticism, the Christian 
cult of virginity, a strong, primitive philo- 
progenitiveness, a proud sense of honof, 
and a tragic sense of life, which will lead 
pres ayy walte La yrs eagptbgyge st ys 
it—such tragedies as these are a part 
both ancient and modern Spanish litera- 
ture. In producing and writing such trage- 
dies, Lorca became one with the most 
sensitive members of his people. It was 
the insensitive who executed him. 

Through Mr. Barea’s perceptive book we 
may learn of Lorca, and something more— 
of the tragic sense of life which is in- 
finitely more real to the modern Spaniard 
than the blind optimism which is the of- 
ficial faith of so many of his American 
contemporaries. a

THE N.S.C. WAS CREATED by 
the Armed Services Unification 
Act. It is composed of President 
Truman as chairman, Vice Presi- 
dent Barkley, State Secretary 
Acheson, Defense Secretary John- 
son and John R. Steelman, acting 
chairman of the National Security 
Resources Board. Sidney Souers 
of St. Louis is the non-voting ex- 
ecutive secretary and has a small 
staff to co-ordinate the studies of 
the so-called “working groups” 
in the State, Defense and other 
departments. As Truman’s rep- 
resentative, he expedites the 
work coming to the Council and 
sees that officials concerned are 
informed of the Council’s recom- 
mendations and the President’s 
decisions.

Conspiracy Charged. 

The- Crummer companies 
charged that, since 1941, the du 
Pont group had conspired with 
others to monopolize bidding for 
certain bonds .issued by public 
taxing agéncies in‘the state. 

“The defendants and SEC em- 
ployes (named but not listed as 
defendants) secretly and clandes- 
tinely-illegally acted, confederat- 
ed, combined and conspired ... 
to suppress, eliminate and destroy 
both plaintiffs . . . .” The com- 
plaint charged. 

The Ball-du Pont interests were 
accused of slander and libel of 
business and personal reputation. 
- malicious prosecution... 
destruction of public confidence 
in the plaintiffs . . .” and other 
acts. 

The bulky complaint charged 
the defendants were instrumental 
in bringing mail fraud and other 
criminal charges against the R. E. 
Crummer firm and inspired moves 
in the Florida Legislature to in- 
vestigate the same company. 

Domination Sought. 

It alleged that the “avowed pur- 
pose of the late Alfred I. du Pont 
and the defendant Edward Ball, is 
and was to convert the state of 
Florida into a du Pont-Ball domi- 
nated and controlled proprietary 
domain.” 

“The program was to be accom- 
plished,” it added, “by the sup- 
pression, control or elimination 
of competitive interests... .’ 

The Crummer firms alleged 
they engaged successfully in han- 
dling. bonds of local Florida gov- 
ernmental units and then, on Jan. 
1, 1943, sought to reorganize to 
begin a general municipal invest- 
ment business in Florida and 
other states. 

“However, the Crummer com- 
pany was prevented by reason of 
acts of the defendants from begin- 
ning business or doing business as 
was intended,” the complaint 
stated.

HE Business and Profession-

Christmas program carried on in 
their city. Johnstown has always 
had an enviable tradition on 
which to build because its main 
industry goes back to the days of 
the Indians. In their day they 
used hemlock and ash to cure 
deerskin. These are the roots 
from which sprang the great 
glove-making business, which 
used the skill of the Scotch mit- 


ten-makers who were brought. 


overseas so long ago by Sir Wil- 
liam Johnson. Sir William’s great 
mansion still stands in Johns- 
town. 


This year, besides the usual 
decorations and business promo- 
tion campaign, they set up Santa’s 
Workshop at the Y.M.C.A. On 
each day for a week different 
nationalities, which are part of 
the population of the town, 


‘carried out their own particular 


customs and took charge for that 
day. On the French day they 
sang. French carols, they wore 
French costumes. and everyone 
spoke French. In Italian day vis- 
itors learned about Italian Christ- 
mas customs and Italian costumes. 
The following day was Slovak 
day; next came Irish day, and, 
finally,. Early American day. 


THE DIPLOMATS of the vari- 
ous nationality groups who were 
notified of what was going on 
sent telegrams congratulating the 
city on the recognition shown of 
the customs and habits of the 
lands from which the present 
population of Johnstown sprung. 
It was undoubtedly a good pub- 
licity stunt and it brought visitors 
from up and down the Mohawk 
valley. . 

In the meantime, it must have 
created much good feeling among 
the inhabitants of the city. They 
must have grown closer as they 
learned about the background of 
their neighbors, I wonder if in 
any other city throughout the 


country such an idea has been: 


carried out. If not, it might well 
be done. I am sure that Santa’s 
Workshop turned out many toys 
for needy children, besides af- 
fording entertainment for- many 
groups each day. ‘

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Playing Canasta to Win

E’RE in the process of 

analyzing the factors that 

affect your decision in even 
so simple a case as a hand where 
the very first dealt upcard would 
let you go out concealed. This is 
your hand: 


The dealt upcard is a king. Do 
you take it and go out concealed? 
Yesterday, we showed why, with 
your score at 4400 to 4500 and 
the opponents at 3200 you should 
not go out without giving partner 
a chance to play—or at least to 
say “Yes.” Suppose you go out 
and increase your score to 4900, 
at the.same time setting back the 
opponents to below 3000. You be- 
gin the next deal very little bet- 
ter off in points and decidedly 


worse off in that you will still 


need an initial meld of 120 while 
they will need only 90. With such 
a fine hand as this you want to 
play to get over the 5000 mark. 


Reverse the situation, however, 
and you should go out at once— 
without asking partner any ques- 
tions. You'll bring your. own 
score up about 500 points; if you 
bring their score down two or 
three hundred (it may even be 
more if they are unlucky enough 
to have a couple of red threes) 


‘you start the next deal pretty 


close to even. 
But what should you do if your 


score is around 2800? If the op- 
ponents are close to you, or 
somewhat behind you, the proper 
answer will depend upon part- 
ner’s hand. Why not ask him? 
If he has a poor hand, he'll tell 
you to go out; if he has a good 
one, he can say “No.” Then you 
pick up the king, meld your mini- 
mum with Joker-K-K-K-K, and 
play along. You might even dis- 
card one of your fives, now. Your 
partner has asked you to play the 
“take the pack” game and every 
odd card, in combination with a 
wild card, will increase your 
chances of getting the pack. 

Question: A player whose side 
has not yet made its minimum 
meld is able to do so by using the 
top card of the discard pile. Does 
the fact that he has madé no 
previous meld prevent him from 
= up the rest of the pack as 
we 


Answer: No. The player who 
takes the upcard diways must take 
the rest of the pack. Your con- 
fusion probably arises from the 
fact that other melds formed 
from the remainder of the pack 
may not be counted toward the 
minimum requirement.

Nelson Algren, After Years of Striving, Hits Best-Seller List but Stays in Old Flat

HICAGO’S “Academy of

The latest graduate of this 
hardboiled and realistic school of 
writing is 40-year-old Nelson Al- 
gren, a shy, unassuming author 
who is gaining fame after 16 
years of steady pounding of a 
typewriter. His latest novel, “The 
Man with the Golden Arm,” a 
sordid but compassionate story of 
a card dealer and a dope addict 
plus the wretched and degenerate 
cast of characters along the tough 
Division street on Chicago's 
northwest side, has hit the best- 
seller list and is to be the Janu- 
ary selection of the Book Find 
Club. 

In addition, there is the lkeli- 
hood of a film based on the book, 
and already an offer from Holly- 
wood to come out and write dia- 
logue, to convince Algren that he 
has at last scored a literary suc- 
cess. While flattered by all the 
attention and impressed by the 
financial possibilities ahead, Al- 
gren remains unaffected, as most 
of his friends here expected. 

He has decided, for instance, to 
remain in the bleak two-room 
flat in the squalid neighborhood 
he has so vividly written about in 
this and much less successful 
novels. “After all, it only costs 
me $10 a month and I’m not rich, 
yet,” he grins. “I’m not married 
and have no family, and... oh 
well, it’s just comfortable for 
me.” He has his friends there 
now, and next to writing Algren 
loves to play poker. From his 
flat he can see a saloon across an 
empty lot, and when some of the 
habitues gather around a table 
to start a poker game Algren 
usually leaves his typewriter and 
races over to join in. “I think I 
can even make a pretty good liv- 
ing now at playing poker,” he 
asserts.

LGREN’S current success is 

rewarding news for a dozen 

faithful followers, some of 
whom helped him as they could 
so that’ he could continue to 
write. There is the publisher, 
Doubleday, which advanced him 
$60 a week for the last two and

Louisan and ex-wife of Heming- 
way, who discovered Algren and 
his writings a few years ago 
while visiting Chicago and urged 
New York publishers in telegrams 
and long-distance telephone calls 
to sign him up. 


Obviously happy about Algren’s 
triumph, Hemingway more re- 
cently amplified his earlier re- 
marks by. declaring, f‘Into a 
world of letters where we have 
the fading Faulkner and Thomas 
Wolfe casts a shorter shadow 
each day, Nelson Algren comes 


like a corvette orseven a big de- 
stroyer when one of those things 
is what you need badly and at 
once. This is a man writing and 
you should not read it if you can- 
not take a punch.

A native of Detroit, he and his 
family moved to Chicago when 
he was a child and moved into the 
neighborhood he now lives in. He 
went to the University of Illinois 
and graduated from journalism 
school in 1931. He started out to 
be a newspaperman but the only 
job he could land at that time 
was on a Minneapolis newspaper. 

He was quite naive, he now 
confesses, for he worked there 
three weeks before he learned 
that he was holding a nonpaying 
job. He quit the newspaper bus- 
iness then and there. 

In the 1931-32 depression Al- 
gren was a migratory worker, 
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of tough Division street, entitled 
“Never Come Morning,” which 
evoked loud and long protests 
from Polish groups for portraying 
Poles in an unkindly light. 

Algren joined the Army in 1942 
and served three years as a com- 
bat medic. “I went in as a private 
and came out a private,” he re- 
calls. “I don’t know why I should 
be proud but for some reason 
I have a sneaking pride in this.” 

After the war he returned to 
the same neighborhood and pro- 
duced his third book,’“‘Neon Wil- 
derness,” a critical success but a 
financial failure. However, it 
gained for him the advance from 
Doubleday plus $3000 in fellow- 
ships from Newberry Library and 
National Institute of Arts and 
Letters, so that he could write 
without having to get a job on 
the side. 

What do his. neighbors think 
of his success? “Well, since all 
the publicity,” grins Algren, 
“they've been looking at me kind 
of funny. They're kind of amused, 
I think. They think this is a 
funny way to make a living. 
Sometimes I think so, too, when 
I think that it took me two and 
a half years to write this latest 
book.” — 


Wintertime 
Precautions 


For Children

HILDREN who are well-fed 
C and properly clothed should 

not have colds. They ought to 
be able to resist cold, and they 
will if they eat the right food, 
drink enough milk and are prop- 
erly protected from the winter 
weather. 


Children about the age of eight 
and nine are very active. They 
play horse and leapfrog and tag 
on the way to school and in the 
school yard before admissions, so 
that they become overheated. 
Then off comes the cap and the 
sweater. If they are in sound 
health, properly nourished, this is 
not likely to do them much harm. 
The time is brief and they are 
soon housed in the usually over- 
heated schoolrooms. 

But if they are not well nour- 
ished, if they are delicate chil- 
dren, they are very likely to get 
into trouble. Their bodies are 
soon chilled and their low resist- 
ance leaves them ready victims 
to whatever germ comes their way. 
The first thing to consider as win- 
ter sets in is the nourishment of 
the child’s body. 

After that the clothes he wears 
must be well considered. They 
should be light in weight, loose 
in fit, and perfectly clean, The 
weight of a coat or sweater is not 
what makes it warm. To keep a 
child warm it must be woven so 
that it allows air to circulate 
about the child’s body and at the 
same time keep him warm. Light- 
weight wool is the best possible 
material for this purpose. 

Warm stockings that cover the 
child’s legs to well over his knees 
are best this time -of year. Girls 
who wear short skirts and socks 
are not properly dressed for 
warmth on cold days. Their legs 
.need to be covered lest they use 
too much of their energy to keep 
warm. Both boys and girls need 
to wear caps that come well down 
over their ears on stormy, windy, 
ong thoy a blasts of wind 
can nder ears and bring 
Misery untold to careless children. 

Mothers have a difficult time 
getting children to wear proper 
clothing and to eat the nourish- 
ing food that makes resistance to 
iliness possible. Teachers can help 
here because they have tremen- 
dous influence over 
young people. Preventing trouble 
is cheaper and easier than curing 
it. We have to try to get the 
children on our side in this 
matter.

IFTS from the home kitchen 
have always been appreciated, 
perhaps more than. ever now- 
adays when they are more rare 
than formerly.
